The mail and transportation of- 
ficials of the Post Office Depart- 
ment haye released a schedule of 
mail closing dates for both gifts 
and greeting cards to go forward by 
surface and air for Christmas de- 


livery in various parts of the 
country. 
According to Postmaster Henry 


J, Porter, this schedule was care- 
fully worked out with a full kno 
ledge of present and with a weather- 
eye on future problems involved in 
the movement of millions of par- 
cels and multi-millions of greeting 
cards in the next thirty days 

Snow and storms in many parts 
of the country have already hamper- 
ed mail schedules and the outlook, 
postal officials said, was not too 
promising for the coming weeks. A 
storm anywhere in the country has 
a local reaction, both on outgoing 
and incoming mail, 

Business firms are being asked to 
deposit all their mail each day BE- 
FORE FOUR. This wil] enable the 
postoffice to process this mail and 
get it aboard planes and trains which 
make better connections. Postmast- 
er states that he has received a 
fine responce already to this appeal 
and trusts that all firms will co- 
operate for the faster handling of 
their mail. He also recommends 
that firms use air mail and special 
delivery to the fullest extent dur. 
ing the coming weeks so that itgany 
clear any “surfacé Congestion. Busi- 
ness firms are also reminded that 
the traffic in the postoffice will be 
very heavy in the coming weeks 
and they should make heavier pur- 
chases of stamps. 

Shoppers are asked%o make their 
stamp purchases in the morning 
sc that the business firms may 
handle their heavy mails more.easily 
in the afternoon. The public are 
reminded that the present rates of 
postage will be in effect during the 
Christmas Season. Increasing rates 
and fees for many postal services 
will go into effect on January 1, 
1952, 

Most important, said postal of 
ficials, is the necessity for heavier 
wrappings on gifts, addresses to be 
written in ink and not pencil, that 
a copy of address be placed inside 
each package as well as on the 
wrapper.

He brought out 
that Nitro-Cellulose is not an ex~- 
Josive, but is classified as an in- 

lammable material, Red Label un- 
der ICC rules. It is in a 30% alcohol 
mixture, and is used by the firm to 
make up coating compounds. 

This material after being made up, 
is never stored in the plant, but is 
shipped out the same day, or, 
any event, immediately on the day 
following. 

Mr, Raffi went on to explain that 
there are many plants of this type 
in the country, and pointed to si 
lar plants in Haverhill, Malden, Ev- 
erett and Providence. The »reason

FREEDOM OF INFORMATION 


Some time past, we published an editorial on this subject. 
We are joined now, by The Saturday Evening Post, in its Dec- 
ember 1st issue which lists many of the places in the United 
States in which Freedom of Information is being restricted, 
and cites, by chapter and verse, some of the instances. 

The editorial tells of seventy towns in New Jersey in which 
secret sessions of public officials are held. It cites the New 
Haven Board of Finance and the St. Louis Aldermen. It relates 
how the Torrington, Connecticut, School Board was forced, 
by court action to release its minutes, at the instance of the 
Waterbury American, and how the Norwich, Connecticut, 
Police Commission attempted to close the Police Blotter to 
the Norwich Bulletin. (The S.E.P. did not report fully on this 
item. The Norwich Bulletin forced the Police Commission to 
back track, by a well known maneuver.) 

The S.E.P. goes on ta discuss President Truman's rebuking 
of a publication for printing a press handout, and in general, 
deplores the tendency of officials in this country’to treat their 
own municipalities as their own private bailiwick. 

The S.E.P. does not, of course, discuss Wilmington, but 
we can do that 

We have a department in Wilmington which has threatened 
to withhold news from the press. They seem to think that they 
own the news. Their position of course, is untenable; but we 
don’t intend to reveal which department made this threat, be- 
cause we don’t wish to expose the individual members to ridi- 
eule. ‘ 

We have a public official who believes that certain informa- 
mn should not be given out, when the State Law states speci- 
fically that this type of information is public property. Again, 
we won't mention names, for the same reason. We do not care 
to expose persons to'ridicule. When and if we want this type 
of information, we can get it, and it is not private property 

On the top level, the Board of Selectmen apparantly think 
of this Town as their own private property, too. 

One Selectman, now in office, has described the Select- 
men's Meetings as “Corporation Directors Meetings.” This 
statement was not made in a spirit of levity, but rather as a 
serious description of this position of the Selecgmen in the Town 
of Wilmington ; 

It seems to this paper that the ballots on which we cast our 
votes have nothing to say about Corporation Directors. 

At least there was nothing of the sort on the ballot on 
which we put our “X"!

MacDonald stated. 

For residence service, under the 
new schedule, proposed increases m 
general vary from 25 cents a month 
to 75 cents a month depending on 
type of service and location, For 
most business services the increases 
would range from 50 cents a month 
in the smaller communities up to 
$2 a month in the larger cities. 
There would also be some changes 
in the message unit charges for 
measured service under the new 
schedule. It is estimated the new 
rates will provide about $12 million 
in additional annual revenue, spread 
among 1,300,000 Massachusetts cus- 
tomers. 

“Among the recent higher opera- 
ting costs the Telephone Company 
must meet are general wage increase 
made effective last month, and an 
increase in the Federal tax rate 
from 47 per cent to 52 per cent, re- 
troactive to last April,” Mr Mac- 
Donald said.
